POWER FROM BROOK DAM. 


Expert Urges Farmers to Store Up 
Water For Various Uses. 
By EDWARD R. TAYLOR. 

Mr. Fartner, what are you doing 
with the brook on your farm? Let- 
ting it have its own sweet way in a 
hurry (and sometimes in a great bur- | 
ry) to get its waters Into yonder 
river?

Near its bot- 
fom on the upstream side fix a gate 
«ef plank which you can open to 
airain the pond in summer for repairs. 
3f you put a grating made. say, of 
old strips of wagon tire in front of 
the gate it will keep back all the fish 
that are too large to go through, This 
all in good shape, you can let

Too much 
care cannot be taken in having ample 
aud safe spillway to take all the water 
that can possibly come down, With 
such adequate spillways dirt dams are 
about the best and cheapest a farmer 
¢ou construct, as almost all the work 
can be done by bis own teams and 
scraper, Below the spillway op the | 
lower side of the dam is a good place | 
to dump stones if you have them on ' 
the farm; if not and the bottom is | 
mot of hard material you must finish 
with cement grout so it cannot under- | 
mine.

Government Has Solved 
The Prolem 


Such « one was the Duthotor pro- 
blem in the eyes of the Cannadian Gov- 
ernment when in 1907 the agents of the 
Government, had completed the Inst 
settlement with the singular Russian 
sect whose ‘members, Aylmer Maude; 
their erstwhile friend and adviser, so 
aply characterized as a pecultar pen: 
pie. Seemingty the last resource had 
been exhaused in the effort to tatisfy 
the wishes of these people, and, at the 
same time mould them inte Cananian 
citizens, on put them in 
the way of working out their own sa- 
lvation, and it was felt that if they 
could be left entirely alone and be per- 
niitted to remain out of the public eye 
for a period of years, time, affording 
opportunity for the development a- 
mong them cf a proper appreciation 
of British customs, British justicesand 
British institutions, could be depended 
upon to work out the most satisfac- 
tory adjustment of their case that 
could be hoped for. 


But that consummation, it seems, 
was not to be realized in the measure 
that could have been desired. A _ re- 
cent interview ina western hewspaper 
in which the leader of the Douk hobors 
alleged duplicity on the part of the 
Government in its treatment of his 
people, has had the effect of reviving 
the Doukhobor question to the extent 
of promoting considerable hewspaper 
attention, editorial or otherwise, to 
the subject. 


Since the question-has been thus un- 
welcomely forced into the limelight, it 
inay be regarded as pertinent if some 
historieal facts which may or may not 
have been common knowledge hifher- 
to., but which, if they were, have not 
been widely disseminated, be re ated. 
Their recital) will vindicate the Gover- 
nment in its assumption that time, pa- 
tience and tolerance would constitute 
the safest, surest and most efficient of 
ministers plenipotentiary for dealing 
with a situation so difficult and at one 
time so seemingly sriaipislac of snecess- 


AND RELIGION 


To pevbeely comprehend the difficul- 
ties the Canadian Goyernment...met. 
with in dealing with the Doukhobors, 
atleast « fair understanding. of the 
Doukhobor character and religion is 
necessary. 


The Doukhobors are dissenters from 
the ritualism or materialism of the 
Russian church. They are the product 
of the reaction against the externalism 
of the Greek Orthodox Church, which 
began in the latter half of the eigh- 
teenth century, but they did not be 
come 2 compact sect until the early 
part of the nineteenth century. The 
Russian government at that time set 
apart for their occupancy a tract of 
land near the sea of Azow, the Milky 
Waters, in southern Russia, where 
they remained for about fifty years. 
In 1850 the government banished them 
to trans-Caucasia, They were more 
or less persecuted for their dissent 
from the Russian church through all 
the intervening years but it was not 
until 1887 that the serious persecutions 
commenced toward all sects who re- 
fused to perform military service, 
which rendered the position of the 
Doukhobors in particular, well nigh 
intolerable : 


This caused a revival by the Douk- 
hobors of their religious propaganda, 
and about 1895 what was known as the 
Geeat Party, cecided upon the policy 
of bringing together all the instrument 
of warfare iu their possession and des- 
troying them, That act was construed 
as an act of rebellion and the persecu- 
tions became even more rigorous than 
before. This culminated in 1898 in 
permission being obtained from the 
Russian government, through the in- 
strumentality of Prince  Hilkoff, 
Count Tolstriand others, for the: Douk- 
hobors to emigrate.

The report of the Commission sent 
last year by the Dominion Guovern- 
ment to Europe to study the swine 
rearing industry has been issued. It 
cunsists of a phamplet of sixty pages 
of printed matter anda large number 
uf striking illustrations. 


The countries visited were England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Denmark, and Hol- 
land. Denmark and Ireland, being the 
strongest competitors of Canada in the 
British market, received most attent- 
tion, The report described clearly how 
the hogs are bred and reared, and the 
yarious steps taken to develop the 
export bacon trade. The far famed co- 
operative system, as applied by the 
Danes to the breeding and rearjng of 
the swine, the packing and marking, 
is fully described. co-operative feed 
buying, which involves the purchase 
of over six hundred million pounds of 
grain, oil) 6.ke, ete., a pear is fully 
dealt wit):
